Why is imported bacon used in Ireland? 
An official + Am of the Grain Prices Con- 
ference, which sat on six occasions, from 
August to January last, states that the 
demand which exists here for forei bacon 
is not due to anything special in the matter 


_ of price or quality, but almost entirely to its 


Letter keeping property. According to this 

report, it has been stated that preservatives 
of a nature likely to injure the health of the 
public are used in the curing of much of the 
acon Imported inte the Free State. 

One of the recommendations of the Con- 
ference is :'— 

_ “That an import duty of 2d. per Ib. be 
inrposed on all foreign bacon, hams, lard, 
and ether pig products entering An Saorstat, 
and that portion of the revenue to be 
derived from the import duty be allocated 
in the form of grants for th 

Piggenies and bacon factories.’’ 

t is pointed out that an import duty on 
foreign bacon, etc. without an effort to 
establish the home bacon and pig imdustries 
on a sound footing, is not desirable. 

Grants for the erection of piggeries are 
recommended in order to encourage greater 
peecarien of pigs among small and 

bourers, while grants for the erection of 
factories are suggested for the purpose of 
encouraging private enterprise to undertake 
pig-killing and bacon-curing. The sending 
of fat pigs over long distances by rail is 
described as uneconomic. and the report states 
that the obvious remedy is the erection of 
factories at inland points. 

It may be said that, in view of the need 
fer economy, the adoption of the recommenda- 
tion for grants is unlikely. Something, how- 
ever, is being done to encourage the erection 
of piggeries. For this purpese a loan scheme 
is under consideration. To my mind, this 
Is more likely to produce the desired results 
than a system of grants, which tends to kill 
the spirit of self-reliance. In Northern Ire. 
land a loan scheme for the erection of small 
dairies, » Piggeries, etc., is in actual 
operation. The maximum ich may 
be granted under this scheme is £100, and 
the minimum is £20 Repayments are to 
be made by equal annual instalments over a 
period not exceeding five years. The present 
rate of interest is 54 per cent. 

Returning to the Grain Cofiference Report, 
I find a recommendation that the existing 
Swine Improvement Scheme should be re- 
vised. It is contended that a second breed 
of pigs is desirable, with the object of secur- 
ing a quicker-maturing commercial animal. 

With the recommendation that all fat pigs 
Should be sold by weight, and that the 
weighing machine should be operated by an 
lndeperent public official, there can be ‘no 
Serious disagreement, although it might some- 
times be difficult to adopt.

G.S.R. STAFF CONFERENCE. 
_A special delegate conference of the Great 
Southern Railway members of the Railway 
Clerks’ Association was held in Dublin last 
Saturday night for the purpose of selecting 
candidates for the new Sectional Council 
about to be set up to replace the sixteen 
Councils which operated on the constituent 
companies forming the present company prior 
to amalgamation.

THE FUNCTION OF VISION. 


THE PHYSIOLOGIES OF THE EAR 
AND OF THE EYE. 

Mr, George Prescott, A.M.I.E.E., lectured 
on last Saturday night to the Leinster 
School of Organists and Choirmasters on 
“The Physidlogy of Our Eyes.’’ The lecture 
was delivered in the Organ Room cf the 
Roya! Irish Academy of Music, Dublin. Dr. 
W H. (iater presided. 

The lecturer pointed out that the analogies 
between the physiologies of the ear and of 
the eye were such that a consideration of the 
fir-' helped one to realise the simple 
physical facts which, in their combintaion, 
gave us the function of vision. The lec- 
turer described the difference between the 
mediums by which oscillations were conveyed 
to the ear and to the eye. In the first case 
sound was transmitted at the average rate 
of 1,125 feet per second, but in the case of 
the eye the rate was 186,000 miles per second, 
eight times round the earth. By means 
of models and diagrams, the lecturer showed 
that the densities of these media are in- 
versely pronortioned to the speed of their 
oscillatory transmissions. 

The anatomy of the eye was then de- 
scribed, with the help of models and 
diagrams. ‘The eye, like the ear, in its most 
sensitive part, is filled with liquid, through 
which, and the lenses, the cornea and 
crystaline lense “he tappings of light are 
transmitted to the retina 

Models of the retina were described, show- 
ing the 160,000 rods anl cones, with their 
ends pointing to the light, each with ‘its in- 
sulated nerve, all grouped together into a 
rope and led to ee same place as that of 
the ear, the cerébellum, where, as in the 
case of the ear, the tappings are translated 
and recorded.

LONGFORD MAN DROWNED. 

James McGuinness, aged twenty, a member 
of the Ringsend Boat Club, was drowned in 
the Liffey at Sir John Rogerson’s quay, 
Dublin, as the result of a boating accident 
yesterday morning. He was a native of Kdge- 
worthstown, Co. Longford, and lodged at 12 
Mountjoy square, Dublin. For the last four 
vears he was employed as a draper’s assistant 
at Messrs. Clery’s, Sackville street. 

Shortly after noon yesterday McGuinness 
and four other members of the Ringsend Boat 
Club—T. J. Martin, South Circular road; P. 
Byrne, 6 Stamer street ; Leo Keliv. 105 Hollv- 
bank road, Drumcondra; and Kevin Timmins, 
19 Synge street-- took out one of the club’s 
racing vkiffs, and rowed as far as Butt Bridge. 
The perty were returning and were off Sir 
John Rogerson’s quay when the tiller and 
one of the out-riggers gave wav, causing the 
boat to list heavily ana fill with water. The 
five occupants got clear of the boat. and. to 
enable the others to hold on to the skiff until 
assistance arrived, Kelly and Martin swam to 
the slip at the quayside. 

‘A beat was lowered from one of the ships 
lving at the docks and put off to. the rescue 
of the three men. but before its arrival 
Me(iuinness lost his hold on the skiff and 
disapneared. other two were hauled 
into the ship's boat.

MENACE TO HOME 
INDUSTRY. 


CANADIAN AND RHODESIAN 

: COMPETITION, 

‘Speaking to the proposal, Mr. Beamish said 
that the serious threat to their home industry 
in store stock had really only commenced, and 
unless they took precautions this throat might 
develop, with serious consequences to their 
farming -industry. Over 50,000 Canadian 
cattle were introduced last year, and prepa- 
rations were heing made in England to receive 
about. 100,000 during the present year. In 
addition, there was now the suggestion to 
prepare new ports in England to facilitate the 
Canadian landings. Rhodesian cattle were 
also to be introduced at no distant date, which 
must still further increase their competition 
in this trade. , | 

Therefore, they must: endeavour to the best 
of their power to resist this competition by 
supplying the English market with the best 
that they could produce. This could only be 
doné by improving the store cattle and by 
marketing these cattle in the highest condi- 
tion. Thus one means to be employed was 
that of wise marketing, and less damage 
through unwise handling. 


FAIRS AS USUAL. 

To attain this result a proposal had heen 
made to construct a central market in Cork, 
close to their steamers, and where all cattle 
would be carefully handled. This proposition, 
if accepted last year, would have been an 
accomplished fact by this time; but it was 


unknown reasons. to the detriment of their 
farmers in Munster. 3 

Whether the offer was still open remained 
to be proved; but if unwise opposition. waa 
still prevalent the chance must naturaley dis- 
appear, as no one was inclined to invest 
capital in this country with the knowledge 
that its legitimate use would be debarred by 
foolish opposition. It was offered with no 
idea of monopoly, as the terms prevented any 
such thing. At the same time the present 
fairs were not interfered with in any way, ao 
that they, in fact, secured a second string to 
their bow which stood absolutely on its own 
merits at no cost to themselves 


ADDITIONAL EMPLOYMENT. 

Mr. Beamish proceeded to say that it had 
been suggested that a sound central market 
situated in Cork would increase the. vale 
obtained for cattle from 20s. to Ws. pet head 
sold. “Was it wise to sacrifice this addi- 
tional” profit? It would be the means of 
granting not only additional employment but 
permanent increased: employment in the 
future to all classes of citizens. He was not 
perfectly sure if they would get the terms 
they asked. He looked upon 5 per cent. as 
a very low rate, and it was very hard to get 
the money at this rate. : 

Mr. , O'Connor - said that he thought, 
instead of £70,000, it would cost £100,000 to 
carry out Mr. Beamish’s scheme. The Corn- 
market was convenient to everyone, and 
£20,000 would be sufficient to make a beauti- 
ful cattle market there that would meet the 
requirements of Cork. Mr, Beamish‘s pro- 
posed site would be a wilderness. 


THE CORNMARKET SITE. 

Replying to questions, Mr. Beamish said 
that he did not see why they should remain 
altogether supplying store cattle to the Eng-. 
lish market. They would have to fatten their 
cattle as it was done in England. The 
Harbour Board would receive larger revenue 
for the increase in the number of cattle. 

The Chairman (Mr. T.. Corcoran), answer- 
ing Mr. Aherne, said that the Corn- 
market. site was in the hands of Commissioner 
Monahan. ‘The trustees of the Cornmarket 
had been dissolved, and the Commissioner 
was now manager of the.Cornmarket and the 
Cornmarket site. The late Corporation, he 
added, had unanimously decided on the Corn- 
market site. 

PROPOSAL CARRIED. 

Mr. O'Connor said that. for twelve or 
fourteen years they had failed to get a site 
for a cattle market. There was always 
someone pulling, as Mr. Beamish had said, 
a red herring across their path. 

An amendment to the effect that the Corn- 
market site be agreed to was defeated by 
19 votes to 8.

HOW TO INCREASE | 
EXPORTS. | 
MIDILAND FARMER'S VIEWS | 
A FEW PRACTICAL 
SUGGESTIONS. 
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In connection with the falling-off in the 
Free State's export trade, says os Tulla- 
more Correspondent, a progressive’ farmer in 
the Midlands told me that he observed that 
the newspapers had blamed the farmers for 
doing less than they ought to do in the 
matter of production. He believes that the 
land, if best use is. made o it, will 
save the situation. 

The markets in Great Britain want sup- 
plies of Irish agricultural produce, he said, 
and the farmers are only too anxious to 
supply what is required. Notwithstanding 


will work, and work hard, if they see any 
prospect of sale at remunerative prices tor 
the products of their labours. They do not 
want large profits—they never had large 
profits—and: are coutent with a reasonable 
margin. What is needed is some trade 
organisation of a national kind, which would 
ascertain the needs and possibilities in cross- 
Channel markets, and help the farmer to get 
the needed supplies te the market. Much 
better than legislation would be local ar- 
rangements. of a practical kind for recetving 
goods from the producer and sending them 
to the markets. 
USEFUL INFORMATION. 

Suppose, he said. that you had a 
depét in the town. here, at whic agricultural 
produce was receiv’! and paid for, where 
t's farmer would be told something about 
the prices and the. kind of pro- 
duce needed, and for which de- 
mand was greatest, all the farmers 
in the countryside would have their coats off, 
working hard to keep their section of the 
organisation going efficiently. and it would 
pay them. At present farmers are handi- 
capped for want of information about markets, 
demand and prices; they have no idea as to 
what class of farm produce is likely te be in 
demand, and what it is that it will be difficult 
to dispose of. It is because of this that they 
go on following out old methods and some- 
times glut the market with what is not 
required, while they have nothing of what is 
needed In these circumstances the farmer 
luses and the country loses. 

THE BARLEY PROBLELI. 

Farmers in these parts grow barley year 
after year, thongh of late vears it is not a 
paying proposition, and to remedy the defeet 
they are crying out for tariffs, without con- 
sideration of the effects. If the labour neces- 


should be devoted to more useful work, and 
there are many departments on the farm 
development of -which would give a good 
return. 

““For my own part.” this agricultartst 
said, “*f have great faith in the future of the 
Irish agricultural industry if it is developed 
along proper lines, and if reasonable efforts 
are made to meet the growing competition of 
progressive countries. The English market is 
quite near; despite everything the English- 
man has a preference for Irish preduce, for 
he knows from experience that it is the best. 
It must, of course, be marketed in approved 
condition, and, though there is a big improve- 
ment in this respect, much more is required. 
Organisation of the industry at home and 
Organisation of the markets in the sister 
island in our interests would accomplish all 
that is needed to restore agriculture in this 
country to a position of prosperity and to 
ensure its future.’’

The Irish Free State. 


There was a distinct note of optimism 
in the speeches which were delivered on 
Saturday night in Dublin at the annual 
Charter dinner of the Royal College of 
Surgeons in Ireland. The Irish Free State 
is established now on a lasting basis. 
The London Agteement has made a clean 
sweep of those financial obligations which 
previously constituted such a serious 
obstacle in the path of the nation’s pro- 
gress. Peace has been made between the 
Free State and Northern Ireland; the 
country, North and South, is enjoying a 
welcome rest from the disturbing series of 
political ‘‘crises’’ which kept the people 
in a continuous state of nervous tension 
for several years, and at last there are 
signs of a return to the normal amenities 
of civilised society. The tone of the 
Governor-General’s speech was admirable. 
Mr. Healy recognises the full value of 
the London Agreement, of which the 
general public as yet is but dimly aware. 
The negotiations preceded that 
great achievement were conducted in 
circumstances of political excite- 
ment, and it was followed by such bitter 
controversy, that its financial and economic 
benefits never have been appreciated 
properly. Reckoned in terms of pounds, 
shillings and pence, the settlement is of 
enormous value to the Free State. We are 
glad that Mr. Healy appreciates the part 
which was played in its conclusion by 
the British Prime Minister, 
“simple heart 
patriotism ” he pays a very high tribute. 
The London Agreement has created a new 
feeling of friendship between Britain and 
the Free State. It also has laid the 
foundations of closer relations between the 
two parts of our divided country, and if 
itg spirit is preserved His Excellency’s 


which 


such 


to whose 


kindliness of and 


hope of -rapprochement between Dublin 
and Beliast may be realised more quickly 
than any of us hitherto has dared to 
ex pect. 

Naturally, the: passions and feuds of 
generations. are not likely to be buried in 
a few months. Mr. Healy rests his hopes 
on the chenged outlook of the next genera- 
tion that will be reared in 
atmosphere from which the 
elements of suspicion and hatred will have 
disappeared. Many of us may not live 
to see the complete unity of our country ; 
but there is much that can be done in 
our time to hasten the day when 
boundaries and barriers of all kinds 
will vanish. Each Irish Government 
can do its share. By sympathetic 
consideration of the grievances, real or 
supposed, of the Northern Nationalists, 
Sir James Craig and his colleagues can 
promote a friendly feeling between 
majority and minority, thus encouraging 
in Northern Ireland that active co-opera- 
tion which has yielded such excellent 
results in the Free State. The task of the 
Free State Government is to excite first 
the admiration, and then the envy, of the 
North. Irish unity will be achieved if, 
and when, the people of Northern Ire- 
land come to the conclusion that amalga- 
matjon with the Free State is worth 
their while. Let us build up a sound 
economy in the twenty-six counties of the 
Saorstát. Let us concentrate our atten- 
tion on the things that matter, eschewing 


an 
poisonous 


extremes of all kinds, and working with 
one mind for the good of the State. if 
we set the North an example in good 
husbandry, the people of Ulster will not 
be slow to make common cause with us. 
The ideal of ultimate unity never ought 
to be absent from our minds. The Free 
State Government ought to do everything 
in its power to encourage its growth and 
to refrain from all actions that might be 
likely to injure it in any way. An excel- 
lent beginning has been made by the 
London Agreement, but the real work of 
reconciliation remains to be done. 

As Sir Thomas Myles remarked on 
Saturday night; surgery is one -of the 
factors in Irish life that know no 
boundaries. The next President of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland will 
be a distinguished citizen of Belfast, and 
it is a thousand pities that there shoul 
be the slightest doubt .concerning the 
future of the medical profession in the 
Free State at a time when North and 
South are beginning to make mutual over- 
tures of friendship. Lord Glenavy warned 


the Government against interference with 
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the medical profession, and ‘pointed out, 
very wisely, that it was “ all folly to talk 
about .reciprocity ” ‘with Great Britain. 
| For every British doctor who comes to 
practise in the Free State a hundred Free 


Maunsell, President of the College of! 
Surgeons, put the matter in a nutshell 
when he said that “the painfully pro- 
tracted uncertainty about medical regis- 
tration has shaken the great Irish school 
of medicine and of surgery to its very 
foundation. A permanent arrangement 
that will safeguard to the full the exist- 
ing rights and privileges of Irish medical 
men is essential; and we hope that the 
Free State Government, which has shown 
no lack of vision tin the past, will not spoil 
its record: by insistence on a course of 
action that not only would.ruin the 
medical schools, but also would throw up 
another formidable barrier against Irish 
unity: " The” present position “of un- 
certainty is doing untold harm. Mr. 
Maunsell asserts that, “even with the 
most favourable settlement,’’ the medical 
schools will take years to recover from 
the blow which» has been dealt at them ; 
and every day’s delay will make matters 
worse. 


Ireland’s Competitors. 


The times conspire to multiply the 
difficulties $ te’ Irish farmer. Competi- 
tion in the Éritásh market for agricultural 
produce is intensified year by year. To-day 
our Correspondent in Copenhagen reports 
a fresh turn in the affairs of Danish agri- 
culture which is likely to react to the 
disadvantage of Ireland. Germany, follow- 
ing America’s example, has increased the 
import duties on Danish produce.’ This 
is done for the purpose of assisting German 
farmers in their struggle to recover 
prosperity in a land stripped of cattle 
and exhausted in soil, and the result must 
be the diversion of supplies of Danish 
butter, bacon, cattle. and horses to other 
markets.. ‘The Danish farmer who cannot 
sell his produce in Germany and America 
at the accustomed price will not consent 
readily to lessen his output. He will look 
for new purchasers of his surplus produce 
and will be ready to accept a lower price 
than hitherto rather than reduce his stock. 
The Danish export agencies, therefore, 
will assail the one great unprotected 
market—the market of Great Britain— 
with fresh persistence. Trade turned back 
from Germany will be pressed upon 
England. During 1925 the agricultural 
exports yielded some 10. per cent. less of 
monetary return than in 1924. Ireland, 


} therefore, may expect intensified competi- 


tion drom, Denmark at a time when Irish 
exports to Britain are declining fast before 
foreign and Colonial rivalry. On the

A 
second good harvest would bring the more 
advanced counties back to normal condi- 
tions, provided that wise government 
assisted Nature, and in the more gravely 
distressed areas the gathering despair 
would be dispersed. An early spring, a 
ripening. summer and favourable harvest 
weather—all would be bestowed by Nature 
in vain if heavy taxation and the State 
as an unrelenting creditor should continue 
to wrest from the recovering farmer every 
handful of notes: earned at a fair and 
needed for the replenishment of the farm- 
yard. 


Puns and Pronunciation. 


The Governor-General, in his latest 
after-dinner speech, added yet another to 
the list ‘of classic Irish puns. Reminded 
that Mr. William O’Brien had described 
him as speaking always “from his boots,”

In the Observer Mr. St. John Ervine 
made an interesting suggestion touching 
the pronunciation of these lines. To the 
modern reader the felicity of the pun 
appears to depend upon the spelling ; for, 
read aloud, the distinction between “ sole ”’ 
and “soul” is lost. Shakespeare, how- 
ever, knew nothing of our modern “ eye- 
rhymes.’ or similar tricks of orthography. 
He wrote for the living voice. Since his 
day pronunciation of the English tongue 
among the educated classes in England 
has been modified; but Mr, St. John 
Ervine recalls that in his native Belfast, 
among, the vulgar, Elizabethan vowels 
survive. He re-writes Shakespeare’s line 
thus— 


Not on thy soul, but on thy sowl, harsh 
Jew. 


This is the line as it would be spoken, 
not in lower Belfast alone, but in rural 
Ireland ; and so, too, Mr. Ervine suggests, 
it would be spoken in Shakespeare's day. 
Professor F. S. Boas, of Queen’s University, 
Belfast, a Shakespearean expert, confirms 
Mr. Ervine’s conjecture. Shakespeare, he 
observes, never rhymed “soul” with such 
words as “hole.” Professor Boas doubts 
“whether the Sandy Row ‘sowl’ does 
exactly recapture the rst fine careless 
rapture of Gratiano’s sun”; but he

A monstrous 
excavator, supported on three '' cater- 
píl!ars,” moyes forward along the working 
surface of a trench from 100 to 125 feet a 
day, cutting and extracting 150 cubic 
yards of peat an hour. The raw pulp s 
delivered by a screw conveyer to a swing 
hammer macerator, which pounds the. in- 
coming peat over 80,000 blows a minute. 
A dense product is formed, immune to dis- 
integration. This substance is dried by 
exposure for about. forty days, followed 
by an air-drying ,process in the form of. 
blocks or ‘‘ briquettes.’’ Finally, the 
finished substance is harvested and con- 
veyed to the consumer in standard blocks 
21 inches by 24 inches in section and 8. 
inches in length. Of the raw peat 90 to 
95 per cent. reaches the final stage, and of 
the remainder a considerable proportion 
is: recovered and sold: as a powdered fuel. 
Last year production of peat fuel reached 
120 ‘to 130 tons a day, and this quantity 
is expected to be doubled in the present 


year

THE: COURT OFFICERS 
BILL. - 
GiáidúiinúGóiomisi 
THE INDEPENDENCE OF 
' JUDGES. 
(Br.4 LEGAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Chief Justice has raised the di 
cussion on the Free State Court Officers Bill 
to a higher lane. The second reading 
speeches in the Dail, with one exception, were 
concerned mainly with small matters—per- 
sons, procedure, patronage, and the bill’s 
effect on the various classes oí officers. Mr. 
Johnson’s speech was the exception. He 
showed antagonism to many oí the provisions 
on higher ground, as he was well justified in 
doing. The fact is that there was no proper 
inquiry before this bill was launched. When 
Sir John Ross was Lord Chancellor there was 
a report by, or on behalf of, the British 
Treasury about the then Four Courts staff, 
but there was no inquiry. The name of no 
witness was given as haying been examined, 
and the report was only privately circulated. 
I have seen this report myself, but I have 
never: been able to secure a copy. The 
Minister. of Justice has evidently been more 
fortunate, because he alluded to it in his 
speech proposing the second reading of the 
measure. It contained reflections on public 
servants of long service, and no opportunity 
of any kind was ever afforded for reply or 
defence. Nobody knew anything about the 
three Treasury officials who conducted. this 
investigation. 

Mr. Johnson saw aomene more than the 
personal element in the Dill. Most people will 
agree with him that no very big reform is 
provided by transferring patronage from 
judges to executives, even if the thing is done 
without impairing the independence of the 
Bench. Nor could he see that there was any 
very great virtue in sis up a “master '” 
over judges, clerks and officers, where the 
same master holds his position at the mere 
“pleasure ” of the executive authority. In 
the old days this “ master ” would be called 
a “‘temovable,’’ but in those days he only 
operated at petty sessions. Now the man, is 
to operate at the fountain-head. 


COMMENTS ON JUDGES. 

The Free State Constitution declares in 
lain and simple words that the Judges shall 
e independent in their office and in the 
exercise of their functions. From this point 
of view, now raised so very strongly by the 
declaration of the Chief Justice, as well 
as from the point of View of constitutional 
practice, I shall like to make one or two com- 
ments upon the bill and the policy underlying 
its provisions. Mr. KeVin O'Higgins is a 
brilliant young man and he has often scored 
heavily. in the discassions in our popular 


assembly, but. he introduced into his speech }» 


more than once adverse comments—I do not 
like to'call them attacks—upon the Judges, 
and what really amounted to a sweeping casti- 
gation of the official staff employed in the 
offices of the courts of law. Both comments 
and castigations were levelled at men who 
cannot defend themselves, and the words were 
spoken by the political head of the department 
of law and justice—by the man, in fact, upon 
whom the eet should in normal 
conditions be able to rely to defend them. 
The. judges have been appointed by the 
Executive Council so recently that one can 
hardly think that deterioration has already 
set in. They are all comparatively young 
men. The officials were said to be idle, 
neglectful of their duties, an* % was stated 
they closed their offices for three months every 
year. I have noticed im the /rish Times 
that this statement has been challenged, and 
the public have a right to inquire if the 
statement is true, and upon what authority it 
is based. 

The truth is that the bill goes much beyond 
an officers bill. If its provisions are to be 
enforced, the independent judges contemplated 
by the Constitution will be reduced to mere 
figure-heads, with important portions of their, 
functions transferred to a Minister of State. 
It is very often against the State that the 
most serious actions at law have to be tried. 
The judge will pronounce the law, but the 
civil servant of the Minister will draw up 
the order, and he may think—he has’ no 
security of tenure—that it will be more to his 
interest to lean to the Minister than to the 
other side. Civil servants have some. horse- 
sense. 

The new “ Removable,”’ the “ master,” will 
be a mere creature of the Executive and the 
Minister. He is to be invested -with judicial 
and administrative functions. It is utterly 
mischievous that a man without an hour's 
security of tenure should be entrusted with 
judicial functions. There is no appeal, so ‘far 
as I can see, against his decisions, but;' then, 
I note that under the bill ten years ago he 
must have been in actual practice at the 
Irish Bar. A great many things have 
happened within the last ten years. 


THE MINISTER’S POWER. 

It has not been realised that under this 
bill the control of litigation in the High 
Court is taken out of the hands of litigants 
themselves, and even their agreements, as to 
what is the best thing to do, can be reduced 
to a nullity by a stroke of the pen of the 
Minister of Justice. This applies even to 
transactions of years ago. Litigants may 
have agreed as to the appointment of a re- 
ceiver or an auctioneer or an assessor; the 
judge may have sanctioned the apointment by 
an order under his hand, but ‘* by whomso- 
ever made,” the Minister for Justice may 
revoke the appointment, and, curiously 
enough, there is not a suggestion that the 
discharged officials are to remain liable in re- 
spect of money in their hands at the date of 
dismissal. It is simply that the appointments 
of judges, made with due observance of the 
strict forms of law, are to be treated as 
scraps of paper. The judge will consent to 
make orders that can be upset not by a 
court of appeal after consideration and argu- 
ment, but by a Minister. These are not 
small questions. .. The honour of judges—in- 
deed, their independence—is clearly at stake. 

I might cite a number of clauses, one after 
another, all tending in the same direction— 
to make the judges puppets, and to put the 
public and litigants under the Ministry, In 
such circumstances confidence in the adminjs- 
tration of justice will disappear. . Minorities 
will suffer; the poor will suffer; the 
class that Mr. Johnson represents will 
suffer. Litigants who have to com-' 
mence proceedings against the State or 
against Ministers or officials will be 
confronted with State officers at every turn 
until they get into court. It may be a 
splendid method: of discouraging litigation, 
but it will not conduce to that complete con- 
fidence in the administration of the law 
which is essential to the due administration 
of justice. Constitutions are really scraps of 
paper unless there is a just and firm ad- 
ministration of the law by judges. who are 
absolutely independent of the executive 
Government. This concerns every member of 
the Dail and every man in the country. 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

I quote here, and adopt as my own, the 
striking words used by Mr. Justice Fitzgerald 
in closing his charge to the jury in the case 
of the Queen v. Parnell :—‘* There is nothing, 
after all, so important to individuals as the 
upright administration of justice. This comes 
home to every man; life, liberty, reputation, 
property—all depend on this. No Govern- 
ment does its duty to the people that ‘does 
not make ample and stable provision for the 
exercise of this part of its powers, nor is it 
enough that there are courts which will deal 
justly with mere pertete questicns. We look 
to the judicial tribunal for protection against 
illegal or unconstitutional acts, from whatever 
quarter they may proceed. The courts of 
law, independent - judges and enlightened 
juries are citadels of popular liberty as well 
as temples of private justice.”

LONDON LETTER. 


A BUSY WEEK,

In political circles the coming week is 
expected to be an interesting one; for the 
7 oe on the League of Nations fiasco 
at Geneva threatens to be somewhat 
acrimonious. The suggestion, thrown out 
in certain quarters, that the week also 
will be a critical one for the Government 
is ridiculous, since it is more firmly seated 
at the moment. than its opponents like to 
recognise. Sir Austen Chamberlain will 
receive the fullest support which the 
Government and the Conservatives can 
give him, and it is extremely improbable. 
that. a voice against-his efforts at Geneva 
will be raised from his own side of the 
House. The Prime Minister is expected to 
speak early in the debate, in order that 
he may make it perfectly clear to the 
House that the Cabinet is behind Sir 
Austen to a man. 

It is known ‘that Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain during his ten days at Geneva re- 
mained in the closest touch with the Prime 
Minister and the Cabinet, and, as I have 
mentioned here several times, asked for 
advice in dificult moments. He also sent 
home frequent despatches, and it wonld 
be impossible to say that he acted at 
Geneva in any way not in consonance with 
the views of the Government. Sir Austen 
is spending some time with the Prime 
Minister durirg the week, in order that 
he may acquaint him with much of the 
unpublished history of the past fortnight. 
I learn that Sir Austen Chamberlain is 
not in the best of health, since he: has 
suffered -heavily from the strain imposed 
upon him by work almost without cesse- 
tion. 


The Electricity Bill. 


The Prime Minister has recognised that 
there is a feeling among some members 
of the Conservative Party against the 
Electricity Bill, and on Thursday; the 
Attorney-General is to address a number 
of members in one of the committee rooms 
and provide some illumination on the 
project. It is pointed out that there is 
no intention of confiscating property nor 
of the destruction of private enterprise, 
while the Government before drafting the 
bill consulted the greatest authorities and 
experts on the supply and co-ordination 
of electric power. Jt is hoped that the 
full explanation to be given will remove 
any doubts concerning the bill. It 1s 
expected that the meeting will be attended 
by some sixty Conservatives. 


The Coal Crisis. 


The Cabinet Committee, consisting of 
the Prime Minister, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, the Minister of Labour, and 
the Secretary of Mines, set up to deal 
with the report of the Coal Commission, 
is to hold a meeting to-morrow to con- 
sider a programme for. the immediate 
futu.c. It is anderstood thet the Prime 
Minister, when he meets the coal-owners 
and the miners cn Wednesday, will state 
definitely that any Government support 
likely to be forthcoming will be of a 
limited character, and absolutely de- 
pendent on terms resulting in a coal peace 
likely to be permanent. Assurances; will 
be demanded that there will not be a new 
crisis directly the extended assistance 
comes to an end. Any finaricial assistance 
that the Government may agree to give 
will take the form of a loan, to be a 
charge upon the industry as a whole, and 
paid back as soon as circumstances permit, 


America’s Latest Claim. 


Advices from the LU ited States rather 
indicate that the extraordinary claims ad- 
vanced by Senator Borah against this 
country for com~ensation for American 
cargoes confiscated under the blockade 
during the war are to be dropped, It 
was always understood on this side that 
the British-American war debt settlement 
comprised all claims, and that nothing 
was left to chance. The matter is a very 
serious financial one, since claims amowunt- 
ing to over £100,000,000 have been lodged 


at Washington. In any event, it is unlikely 


| that the British Government will recognise 


the claims; for in official cireles it is 
looked upon as impossible that they could 
be passed on in equity to this country. 
It is probable that more will be heard of 
the matter during the next few days. — 


The Calcutta Cup. 


Public interest in the England v. 
Scotland match yesterday resembled that 
in the game against the All Blacks in 


1924 and on both occasions the Twicken 


ham tradition was broken. By beating 
England, Scotland shares the position at 
the top: of the championship table with 
Ireland; while a drawn game or a victory 
for England would have left Ireland alone 
as the season’s champion. That such a 
result was so nearly achieved is a pleasing 
indication of the great revival that has 
taken place in Irish Rugby, and sports- 
men here are delighted at the prominence 
of Ireland in a game that is making great 
headway in all parts of the world. ~

yesterday, and during the early hours the 
streets of the West End were occupied by 
an army of young Scots, wearing huge 
rosettes of tartan ribbon, and in many 
cases Tam o’ Shanter caps in tartans of 
gorgeous colour unknown on this side oi 
the Tweed.

REGISTER QUESTION, 


SCHOOLS SHAKEN TO THEIR 
FOUNDATIONS. 

There were approximately one hundred 
persons present at the dinner, which was held 
in the College Hall. 

Mr. R. C. B. Maunsell, President, gave the 
toast “The King,” which was loyally 
honoured, and then proposed the toast ‘‘ His 
Excellency the Governor-General, and Pros- 
perity, to Ireland.” 

He said that everybody in the Free State 
recognised that the Governor-General was a 
great Irishman and that he was ‘‘the right 
man in the right place” Mr. William 
O’Brien, in a recent book, said that the 
Governor-Genera] appreciated a good dinner 
and that he “' talked from his boots up,” and 
explained that the phrase meant without pre- 
meditation. He (Mr. Maunsell) would suggest 
as an alternative reading that His Excellency 
generally managed to “put a kick to the 


gallop’ of his opponents. 


“The second part of the toast is ‘ Pros- 
I to Ireland.” This time last year I had 

e honour to propose a similar toast, and 
perhaps we should cast our minds back over 
the past year and ascertain if any signs of 
prosperity have appeared since we drank it. I 
will outline very briefly a few signs of 
prosperity, or of things which lead to 
nrosperity. The Irishman’s belief in the 
sanctity of human life is being re-established ; 
his recognition of the rights of property and 
of the injusticé of robbery or the destruction 
bf the property of others is returning; and, 
above all, a healthy civic spirit is being 
developed which teaches each citizen the 
fondamental truth that the laws of his native 
land and those whe administer them should 
be helped, not opposed. All these favourable 
signs may be seen by comparing a daily paper 
of the present time with one of a few years 


ee Other more directly persona] signs arise 
to each mid, such ws redueed ‘income tax, 
reduced mynitipal rates—(hear, hear) and a 
persistent rumour that import duties on motor 
cars and ‘seme other things may be abolished,

PAINFUL - UNCERTAINTY. 

** Amidst all these signs of prosperity, what 
share of it has come to our profession, and, 
more particularly, what share has come to our 
College? I am sorry to say that the answer 
ist Very little.” The painfully protracted 
wicertainty about medical registration has 
shaken the great Irish school of medicine and 
surgery to its very foundations. Even with 
the most favourable settlement of the question 
it will take years to get back that which we 
have lost. Every week, every day is of 
importance. In the school which is attached 
to this College the finances have reached such 
a low ebb that the salaries paid to some of our 
whole-time professors would be scorned by a 
first-class artizan. Has nothing been done 
since this time lasf year’? Yes, indeed, a 
great deal hag been done, but it has been 
done spasmodically—a bit to begin, then a 
long rest, now a bit again. By the time the 
core has been discovered the fgtient may have 
died. i 

“The greatest thing which has been done 
during the year is the recognition by each 
side of the honest difficulties of the other. I 
do not think that any member of the Govern- 
ment would now accuse the medical men of 
being pro-English or anti-Irish on account of 
their agitation, and I do not think that any 
responsible medical man at prezent thinks 
that the Government wish to do amything but 
that which appears to them just and fair. 
(Hear, hear.) As a matter of fact, there is 
at this moment the nucleus of a settlement 


reposing upon some Minister’s file; but. who-.| 


ever that Minister may be, he evidently 
thinks that we should be satisfied with the 
temporary measure which has been passed. 

“All I can say is that I sincerely hope that 
that Minister will never be doomed to die of 
thirst while there is abundance of water 
almost within his reach. (Laughter.) That 
is the fate which is now overtaking our 
schools. Nothing short of a permanent ar- 
rangement will induce the parents of pro- 
spective students to enter the names of their

“Your Excellency, I hope you will forgive 
me for ‘grousing’ so much; but I see that

“" THE LONDON AGREEMENT. 

‘In connection with the toast of 

“prosperity to Ireland,” I would like to say 
&.word in reference to what is called the 
London settlement—a settlement which, look- 
ing at it from the most sordid point of view, 
freed Ireland of the debt due by her under 
V. of the Treaty. The people in. the 


North—the people of my way of thinking— 
said that they had been sold and that people 
connected with the Free State, for a sum of. 
money, betrayed—even that harsh word had 
been used—the interests of the people in the 
North. 

Í can only say this: Most of you may 
have read the kindly speech made om St. 
Patrick’s Night by the Prime Minister of 
England. It was a kindly, brilliant and 
humourous speech. I wish to say here that 
we owe that settlement almost in its entirety 
to the simple kindness of heart and the 
patriotism of Mr. Baldwin, and if you want 
to measure the gain achieved you must look 
at the Somng bean of disaster which 
would have befallen us if Article V. had re- 
mained, 

One great statesman, wo recently split 
up his party on an hypothesis of. what would 
happen if it came off, said that it would in- 
volve us in a debt of £19,000,000 a year. 
That would be, ‘roughly speaking, about 
£400 ,000,000—twice greater than the impost 
Germany placed on France in 1871. i 

Another more ' moderate statesman—now 
out of action—put it at £5,000,000 a year, 
and, as he is a gentleman of great financial 
reputation, that £5,0w,000 struck me like a 
lump of lead on my heart. Well, be it 
£5,000,000 or £19,000,000, England has wined 
the slate so far as Ireland is concerned and 
written it off, not as a bad debt, but as a 
good debt, which her benevolence has not 
enforced. 

NO BETRAYAL. 

There was no betrayal of the people of the 
North of Ireland. There was,‘it is true, in 
the difficult circumstances of the case, a 
failure to exact territory which we believed 
belonged to the Free State; but as against 
that disappointment in Tyrone and Fer- 
managh t wold put the good-will and 
friendliness of the Belfast Government, 
which was won in exchange. That good-will 
is no light matter—(applause)—because it 
affects not only those strong politicians who 
live in the vicinity. of Belfast, and actually 
in it, but it affects our friends in the South 
of Ireland, who are at the moment in the 
minority. That question, I believe, will 
settle itself: 

I did not say that because of the ition 
I now occupy, or because I believe that those 
who wero contestants in the recent contro- 
versy are likely ever to yield anything to 
one another. They have too much of the 
pugilist;. too much, of the gladiator. But 
their sons and their sons’ sons will look at 
inatters from a wholly different point of 
view—(applause)—and, if I might use a 
phrase of broadcasting, I would say that 
there will be less atmospherics in the future. 


' TRUE STATESMANSHIP. 


I will, therefore, say that true statesman- 
ship was shown on both sides—in fact, there 
were three sides; for Sir James Craig helped 
us to achieve that bargain, and on the other 
hand he released some 30 or 40 persons, 
whose liberation we had been striving for 
for the last three years—some of the cases 
extremely painful. 

There were men who were sent to Peter- 
head, away from their families, and to the 
hardships of a rigorous climate to which they 
were not accustomed. If I might say a word 
to Sir James Craig, I would say that it was 
not worth while when he had released be- 
tween 30 and 40®to have made an exception 
against three who were still detained. The 
case of these three men is an extraordinary 
one—the administration of choloroform to 
persons in Derry Prison. Because these men 
did not know the difference in doses they 

ave an overdose, and a policeman died. 

hese are circumstances which will never 
recur. The object of punishment for a crime 
is prevention, and when we know that a 
crime of this kind never can recur I would 
appeal to Sir James Craig and his Cabinet 
to extend further mercy, and release these 
men. 

He expressed satisfaction that an exten- 
sion of the jury system in Dublin was likely 
soon to come about. He did not say that the 
bill for it should come in front of the 
Medical Bill or the Liquor Bill, but certainly 
in front of the Game Protection Bill. 
(Applause and laughter.) 

He again thanked them for their hospi- 
tality, which he had very much enjoyed. 


NO BOUNDARY. 


Sir Thomas ee proposing the toast of 
“The Sister Colleges in Ireland and (ur 


-Guests,”’ expressed the hope that that college 


end the sister colleges would becomes o 
creat combination. Their guests, he said 
were recruited from a -wide area, and next 
vear the President of the Royal College of 
Surgeons would be .a distinguished Belfast 
surgeon. (Applause.) There were two things 
in this country in which there was no 
boundary—one was surgery and» the other 
was Rugby football. (Loud applause.) 

Lord Glenavy, responding, said that to him 
one of the miost gratifying indications of the 
growing prosperity of the Free State was the 
fact that they had learned how™to laugh 
again—(hear, hear)}—and how to enjoy. one 
another’s company and society. That was a 
great thing. He had seen in the papers a 
few days ago, and read with great alarm, 
that Irish ‘bulls were at a discount, but .he 
was assured that they were going to be sup 
plied in the full from Aberdeen—(laughter}— 
and he came to the conclusion that Irish 
bulls were safe. (Laughter.) He had also 
seen a very interesting statement attributed 
to a medical officer of one of the County 
Boards, who was supposed to have said that 
the young women of the Free State to-day 
were living on a diet of cold tea and silk 
stockings. .(Laughter:) It struck him that 
cold tea was less pernicious then cocktail, and 
that it was bétter to suffer from silk stock- 
ings than cold feet. (Laughter.) 


TOO: MUCH LEGISLATION. 


But he thought. they might commiserate 
themselves on suffering from a diet of a 
different kind. .He.was afraid that they were 
being overfed with legislation; in fact, he 
thought that oF were being forcibly fed— 
(hear, hear)—and he thought ‘that if there 
was anyting the public resented it was to be 
forcibly‘ fed in any direction. (Hear, hear.) 
It was extraordinary how all young meng 
had explicit faith in the benefit and possibili- 
ties of legislation.

SECOND ’PLANE. DAMAGED. 
| FAIRBANKS, ALASKA, 
March 19, Evening.

The large triple-motored Fokker monoplane 
of the Wilkins Arctic Expedition, while 
carrying out a flight test this afternoon, 
crashed from a height of 50 feet. 

‘Captain Wilkins and Lieutenant Lanphier, 
who were in the aeroplane at the time, 
escaped uninjured, but the landing gear was

The ‘accident happened at the end of a 
flight lasting half an hour, during which the 
machine behaved splendidly. It. will be some 
time before the aeroplane will be able to 
take the air again.

The delay in the start for the North will 
not, be very great, as both machines can be 
repaired locally.

WASHINGTON, ' Sunday. 

Aroused by agitation’ and criticism at 
home: and abroad, the State Department 
announces that America’s foreign policy 
will be disclosed shortly in a public state- 
ment to be made by the Secretary of 
Stte, Mr. Frank B. Kellogg. 

This statement will be frank, compre- 
hensive, and devoid of all ambiguity. 
Immediately upon -the return of Presi- 
dent Coolidge to Washington a series of 
conferences will be held to draw up the 
main features of this new declaration of 
policy. 

Mr. Coolidge, Mr. Alan B. Houghton, 


-the American Ambassador in London, Mr. 
-Hugh Gibson, and Mr. Kellogg will be the 


principal participants in these meetings, 
although Mr. Hoover, who is also an 
expert on foreign relations, will also be 
called in. 

The State Department feels that there 
has been much ignorant and inept 
criticism of America’s foreign policy, 
especially in recent months. To answer 
these criticisms, and also to explain 
America’s view-point:in a candid fashion, 
will be the object of the new declaration 
of principles. 

It is also announced that the United 
States will not. attempt to interpret the 
reservations attached by the Senate pro- 
viding for American adhesion to the 
world court of international justice until 
the Government is officially a member cf 
this tribunal. 


SENATOR BORAH'S VIEW. 

Senator Wm. E. Borah, the Republican 
Idaho leader of the Anti-World Court 
faction, has unexpectedly come out in 
favour of United States acceptance of the 
League’s invitation to attend a conference 
for interpreting the Senate’s reservations 
regarding The Hague tribunal. His atti- 
tude is explained in: the following state- 
ment: ' When the Senate voted to adhere 
to the World Court, which is the League 
Court, it became apparent that the United 
States would have to sit with the League 
on matters affecting this tribunal.

There has been, of course, no denial that 
the report made to the President and the 
Secretary of State by Mr. Houghton was sub- 
stantially what the Press reported it to be. 
The Ambassador to Great Britain had been 
in conference at the White House and at the 
State Department on Wednesday, and that 
evening a group of American correspondents 
were given a very complete exposition of 
affairs in Europe, as they appeared to ap 
American observer to be moving, with the 
understandin: that it was to be used without 
indication of its source. 

The versions printed by even the most dis- 
creet of journalists failed ir this, however ; 
while in oné or two instances the categorical 
statement was made that the story the cor- 
respondent told was, in fact, the report of 
Keil Houghton to President Coolidge and Mr.

However regrettable from the standpoint of 
official susceptibilities this was true, and the 
fact that the sincerity:of certain European 
Governments was impugned, has naturally 
caused acute embarrassment in State depart- 
ment circles.

Houghton has had an interview with Senator 
Borah, at which the question of the claims of 
American citizens’ against the British and 
French Governments for acts committed be-

As a result it would seem that Senator 
Borah does not intend, for the time being, at 
least, to press for action on the. Senate re- 
solution: demanding to know what steps the 
State department has taken in the matter.

1 policeman, and the Commander of 
the Cabinet Guard, who ordered the firing, 
after being wounded himself. Owing. to the 
suppression of telegrams, there is no in- 
formation to the effect that the provinces 
are yielding to the ultimatum which caused 
the Cabinet’s downfall. 

PEKING, Sunday. 

Tuan Chih-Jui, the Chief Executive, has re- 
turned the resignations forwarded to him 
yesterday by the members of the Cabinet, 
and has requested the Ministers to continue 
in office.— (Reuter. ) 


INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 
PEKING, Sunday. 

A mandate has been issued, ordering the 
Ministries of War, Interior and Justice to in- 
vestigate the incident of the firing on a crowd 
of student demonstrators on Thursday last, 
when more than fifty persons were killed, 
and to decide whether the Guards exceeded 
their duties. The mandate states that if 
any innocent persons suffered in the firing, 
the Ministries must assess the compensa- 
tion.— (Reuter. ) 


APPREHENSION AT SHANGHAI, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

SHANGHAI, Sunday. 

Apprehension continues to grow here re- 
garding the possible effects of the Peking 
students massacre, many feeling that the 
affair may result in an aggravation of the 
anti-foreign movement. Chinese papers are 
reserved in their comment, but they indicate 
that unequal treaties were at the bottom of 
the trouble. since the students were protesting 
against the Powers’ ultimatum when they were 
killed by Chinese troops. The Radical 
Kuomentung organ places the blame on the 
military party. and declares that the mili- 
starists are in league with the Powers of Im- 
perialism. 


KUOMINCHUN ARMY’S PLIGHT. 
PEKING, Sunday. 

General Chang Chin-Chiang, the official 
head of the Kuominchun, or National Army, 
since the retirement of General Feng Yu- 
Hsiang, and other Kuominchun leaders. have 
sent a circular telegram to the Chief Execu- 
tive of the Cabinet, the heads: of the pro- 
vinces, and military leaders in the field, say- 
ing jthat they are ready to retire to the 
North-West, and to develop the waste lands 
there, with soldier labour to safeguard that 
frontier, and not to interfere with Peking 
politics. 

Simultaneously, it: is reported that Ferg 
Yu-Hsiang is preparing to leave China shortly, 
via Urga. 

This telegram is generally regarded as a 
strategic move to gain time. as the Allied 
Chinese forces have mede considerable pro- 
gress on al! fronts during the last two days, 
and the Knominchun Army is in such a posi- 
tion that it annesrs to he faced with the 
necessity of a complete or of + partial retire- 
ment.—( Reuter. ) 


ATTACK ON TROOPS, 


RIOT IN LORRAINE TOWN. 
METZ, Saturday. 

Following the prohibition of a public de- 
moustration which the railwaymen of the 
Alsace-Loraine system had proposed to hold 
to-day, three meetings were held in cafés at 
Montigny. 

On the conclusion of one of these meetings. 
at about five o'clock in the evening, the 
men attempted to form a procession, but were 
prevented by cavalry, which had taken up a 
position near the street where the meeting 
was being held. 

Some of the men thereupon hetook them- 
selves to a block of unfinished houses and 
hurled bricks at the troops and police 

One trooper and one policeman were hurt. 
Several arrests were made, and the troops 
were able to return to barracks about two 
hours later.—(Reuter. }

PARIS, Saturday. 
At the Quai d'Orsay it is declared that 
nothing is known. of. the possibility of 
Imminent peace pourparlers between emis- 
saries of Abd-el-Krim and the French avthori- 
ties in Morocco, rumours of which h.ve been 
current during the past two days. But, 
whether intentionally or not, some colour was 
iven to the report by the answer which M. 
ainlevé gave to the Socialist, M. Renaudel, 
in the Chamber Army Committee yesterday. 
M. Renaudel asked what truth there was in 
the story. M. Painlevé replied that he could 
not give a direct answer to M. Renaudel’s 
question, but M. Renaudel might rest assured 
that the Government would neglect no serious 
opportunity of restoring peace in the Riff.

On further selling, mainly from the Con- 
tinent, the Paris exchange rose to 128; francs 
to the pound, a point never touched before. 
The discount on francs for future delivery 
was also higher. 

The delay. in balancing the Budget and 
the revelations in the Banque Industrielle de 
Cine case, coupled with the er ager om 
reactions of the recent break in the Belgian 
jranc+which at the. moment, fortunately, 
shows signs of becoming stéadier—have not 
helped to inspire confidence in Frerith 
currency. 

M. Peret, the new Finance Minister, how- 
ever, is showing commendable promptitude 
n tackling his allotted task. To-day he is 
expected to outline his programme. He is 
credited with the intention of adopting many 
features of M. Doumer’s bill, and of intro- 
ducing a new one. The details of the plan, 
however, are of less interest to foreigners 
than its broad effects. Nothing will really 
be satisfactory which does not provide for 
the balancing of the Budget, with a margin, 
and for a plan to stabilise the franc. 


AMERICA. AND EUROPE. 
MR. HOUGHTON’S REPORT. 


The Times, dealing in an editorial article 
with Senator Borah’s action in raising the 
uestion of claims for compensation for losses 
through the Allied blockade and with Mr. 
Hoaghton's report on European conditions, 
observes :—,The air is cleared for the time 
mm but the incidents cannot be dismissed 
as though they had never occurred. No real 
harm can be done by them if they are faced 
on both sides of the Atlantic in a temperate 
spirit that makes due allowance for the other 
point of view. It may be taken for granted, 
since Senator Borah has acceded to Mr. 
Kellogg’s request, that little more will be 
heard of the unfortunate claims question. 

Mr. Houghton’s report, however, is another 
matter. Once made public, it is bound to 
provoke discussion, if only for the reacon that 
it expresses the opinions of an experienced 
adviser of the Government on European 
affairs, and is likely to affect, in some measure, 
American feeling about Europe. As Ambas- 


sador, first in Berlin and more recently 
in London, Mr. Honghten has had 
exceptional opportunities of watching 
the course of European events daring 
the past three years. His depressing 
account of ‘Europe is that of an 
eager, .anxious observer, . with a. strong 
temperament. His indictment, of course, is 


far too sweeping. It cannot be admitted for 
a moment that “‘ the Continent of Europe, so 
far as its statesmen are concerned, has learned 
nothing from the war.” Such a statement 
is directly contrary to the most intimate 
European experience. 

It may be 
that Mr. Houghton distinguishes between 
Great Britent” end the Continental Powers. 
He does not include us in the general indict- 
ment, though his references, even to a 
country that he regards favourably, are not 
altogether restrained. His estimate of the 
relations between Great Britain and the Con- 
tinent might be contested, but such a dis- 
cussion would lead too far. Sorely as the 
people of this country are tried at times by 
the complications of European affairs, the 
long and varied experience of these islands, 
on the fringe of the Continent, has made it 
evident that, for us, at any rate, a policy of 
complete detachment from European struggles, 
hopes and fears is out of the question, and 
that any serious attempt to carry out such 
a velicy would be dangerous. 

Europe, in fact, is not by any means in 
such an evil condition as Mr. Houghton 
paints it. Slowly, and sometimes with sharp 
and instructive relapses, statesmen and 
peoples are struggling, in a score of ways, to 
forge the difficult guarantees of peace. Mr. 
Houghton’s report, and particularly his 
criticism of the confused preparations for the 
Disarmament Commission, is a useful addition 
to the other severe reminders given last week, 
that many difficulties and dangers still re- 
main, and that the need for hard, patient, 
cautious work is not less than before. It is 
good sometimes to be shocked out of a too 
easy confidence, if only the shock strengthens 
a determination to go sturdily forward. 


DEATH OF SIR BRAIFORD

BRITAIN’S £800,000,000 
BUDGET. 

The Morning Post, in a leader, says :— 
Owing to the recent lucid exposition of the 
state of the national finances presented by 
the Chancellor of the: Exchequer in his 
economy: bill, the public are now able to 
realise the amount that will be demanded in 
the Budget. In round figures, it will be 
£€00,000,000. That the national expenditure 
has reached a sum of eight hundred millions, 
and that now it is to be tacitly understood 
by the taxpayer that the amount cannot be 
reduced, and will probably increase, indi- 
cates grave reflection upon the efficacy of 
Parliamentary Government. In these circum- 
stances it is the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
who is commonly assailed, as if he alone were 
responsible for extravagance. That Minister, 
however, is but one among the members of 
the Cabinet, and the responsibility for policy 
rests upon the Cabinet as a whole.

MATTEOTTI TRIAL.

THE FINAL STAGES. 
CHIETI, Sunday. 

The trial of the five men who are accused 
of murdering the Socialist Deputy, Matteotti, 
is fast drawing to a close. At the afternoon 
sitting of the Court yesterday the President 
read out the report of the medical experts 
who examined the body of Matteotti. They 
were unable, however, to establish the exact 
cause of death, nor could they find any in- 
dication that Matteotti met with a violent 
end. The experts exclude the possibility that 
the body of the late deputy was mutilated, 
either before or after death. 

It is expected that the President of the 
Court will, begin his summing up to-morrow. 
The Crown Prosecutor will then address the 
Court and will demand a verdict of guilty, 
in the case of all the accused, on the count 
of wilful, unpremeditated murder. 

Counsel for the defence will ask for the 
acquittal of the accused, on the ground that 
they did not take part im the crime, or, alter- 
natively, for a light sentence, becavse the 
crime was unintentional. Counsel for the 
defence will also ask the jury to introduce 
extenuating circumstances’ into their verdict, 
in view of the grave provocation on the part 
of Matteottfy and on the ground that the 
errme was committed against him in his 
capacity. as Secretary of the Socialist Parity,

THE INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION. 
PARIS, March 20. 
The International Lawn, Tennis Federation yester- 
day held its general meeting, under the presidency 
of M. ances, France. Nineteen countries were 
represented. including Great” Britain, Ireland, 
Australia, New Zealand, and Canada. 
The Federation admitted the Egyptian and 
Portuguese Lawn Tennis Associations to its menmrber- 
ship, and then proceeded to elect the committee 
for the European Zone of the Davis Cup. The 
advisory report and the finaneial report for last 
year were adopted, and the meeting then decided to 
hold the next meeting in Paris on March 16th 
next year. : t 
ln ihe course of the meeting the Irish Association 
was officially instructed to decide its championship 
next year, 
[This last sentence ‘is not clear; but appears to 
refer tó the application of the 1.L.7.A. for per- 
mission to hold a National Championship, an 
application which has, apparently, been granted for 
1927.]

the Prague Congress, the delegates present voted 
a resolution declaring that the participation of 
members ef the International Lawn Tennis Federa- 
tion in the Olympic Games would be rendered 
impossible from a practical point of view, unless 
the following requirements were met:—(1) The 
Federation should receive at least one seat on the 
Olympic Committee; (2) the Federation should 
co-operate in the technical and matefial organisa- 
tion of Olympic lawn tennis; (3) the definition of 
an amateur, as laid down by the Federation, 
should be adopted; (4) the title of “ world cham- 
pionships ” should not be given to the Olympic 
tournament, and. other official competitions should 
take place as ushal. 


The question of the admission of Germany to 
the Federation was not raised. It seems that 
Germany is unwilling to put forward her candi- 


dature without being sure of a unanimous vote in 
her favour. On the other hand, it is impossible 
lo ascertain whether this vote would be unanimous 
if Germany continues to maintain her present 
reserve, and makes no application for re-admis- 
sion. TH is thought that when Germany hecomes 
a member of the Leacue of Nations she will be re- 
admitted automatically by the Federation. 

‘ith regard to the action of the German 
Federation concerning Fran Neppach, it was shown 
that, by Article 33 of the International Federa- 
tion, “every player living for three years In . 
country which he or she represents on the tennis 
court is under the jurisdiction of the Federation

of that country.” Im this case, Fran Nenpach, 
although Austrian by marriage, would be called 
upon to follow the rulings laid down by the 


German Federation.

That optimism was 
strengthened, if anything, after the display 
L of the League XI. in the match with the 
Irish League. 

If any doubt did exist. on the score of the 
Free Staters’ ability to win through at Turin 
it was grounded on ‘the possibility of the 
long journey proving too strenuous for the 
players. These fears were well-founded. 

Leaving Dublin on Wednesday the team 
reached Paris on Friday, _ continuing the 
journey to Italy, where they arrived on 
Satur ay, It proved rather a trying trip, 
and in the second half the team, after a 
splendid uphill struggle in the opening 
period, showed unmistakab signs 0 
fatigue, and quite failed to do themselves 
anything like justice. 

Although t conditions were very un- 
favourable, with cold and rain, a big crowd 
turned out to watch the match. 

The first half was a ding-dong battle, both 
sides pressing hard in turn, but the Italians 
were superior near goal, and scored three 
times to the visitors’ nil. 

The play was listless in the second half, 
and there was no further scoring. 


PIONEERS’ HEAVY DEFEAT. 

Following on the Inter-League and Free State 
Cup final games, the. mecting of Bohemians and 
Pioneers in the Free State Shicld at Dalymount 
proved quite a fame affair.

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PROGRESS IN NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 

Technical Education in Northern lreland 
was the subject of an interesting review by 
Mr. P. F. Gillies, B.Sc., Principal of the 
Ballymena Technical School, in his address 


to the Association of Principals of Technical 
Institutions in Northern Ireland, in Belfast,

Mr. Gailies pointed out that the first 
Technical Instruction Committee came into

the Irish Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction.

Mr. Guilhes said that the first school for 
technical education was built in. an urban 
district: ‘‘1t was so designed that if, and 
when. technical education Failed, it might 
be used as a residential villa.”’ These were

The first 


dav pioneet technical school in an urban dis- 
trict was established ith 1904. These schools 
now eccupy-a place of their own, for which 


no provision 1s made otherwise in the educa- 


tional world. 

Then day commercial schools followed a 
little later.. the first being established in 
1910. Larger aims than those of a purely 
vocational character soon developed, and 
these schools now take their place alongside 
secondary schools, in providing a liberal 
education. with the difference that, whereas 


pupils leave the secondary schools with what 
is, in many cases, an unpractical and un- 
directed education, those from the Day Com- 
mercial Schools have a general all-round edu- 
cation, with a vocational bias. The demand 
for pupils who have received this training ‘s 
continually increasing, and the Day Com- 
mercial Schools now need no advocate among 
those who are acquainted with their work. 

Referring to the establishment of Regional 
(‘committees to control the local administra- 
tion of the Education Act, Mr. Gillies 
pointed out that one might naturally expect 
some little difficulty from lack of apprecia- 
tion of the work of technical education on 
the part of newly constituted - authorities. 
who, in many instanees, are only acquainted 
with the longer-established branches of edu- 
cation; but one may confidently look for a 
rapid disappearance of any misunderstand- 
ings as these new bodies come to realise the 
nature and importance of this branch of 
educational work.
